ment,’ The object of that amondment I 
think sponks for itolf. 

Mr Ryrio~-Bofore passing the second 
reading of this Ordinance I wish to say 
a word ot with regard to it, 
Although, us a whole, I am in favour 
of it, I wish to make this proviso, 
that all private interests shall be safo- 
guarded and compensation given where loss 
fa shown. I patticularly refer to wharves. 
Tf tho companies who run steamers on the 
river are to be deprived, of ‘thor wharves 
~ and iidrely get, as ia “stated in the 
Ordinance, partial compensation, it will 
entail a very sorious loss to theso 
companios, The benefit of the wharves 
to river steamers is vory great indeed, 
and the sum that is named in this ordin- 
ance, $180,000, to be divided among 
tho Government and private wharves, 
will be totally ‘inndequate, for the losa 
which the steamer companies would sustain 
must’ bo caloulated by hundreds of 
thousanda of dollars, This echeme may bo 
said to be for a public purpose as far as the 
widening of the Praya ia concerned, but it 
must not be lost sight of that it will bring 
very large profits to private individuals, and 
what X would’ say in regard to avy bill 

1d by this Council is, that it should not 
allow private individuals t» benefit to the 
detriment of other private individuals. I 
am specially referring now to the owners of 
steamer wharves. They should be con- 
pensated in every way for the loss they 
sustain, and ps the river traffic of this Co- 
Jony is avery material part of its trade it 
should not be overlooked. when we come to 
pasa this bill. My othar objection ia aa’ to 
olders of séctiona : if they are td bethrawn 
upon the mon who hold. the Crown lots, no 
end . of ‘litigation will follow. In many 
instatices I boliove the holder of the Crown 
lot doee:not own tho whurf front ot all and 
the’subsectionists aro the actual ownera of 
the wharf fronts.

JOHN BRIGHT. 


‘Tho atest edition of * Men of the Timo’ 
gontaing the toliewing sketch of tho career 
of the Right Hon. Juha Bright, whose 
death wos telegraphell the othor day :— 

Bright, The Bight Hon. John, M-P., is 
the son of the late Jacob Bright of 
Greenbank, acar Rochdalu, where he was 
bora, Nev. 16, 18Lt. Having reecived 
the rudiments of o substantial English 
educatiun, he entered his father’s business 
aud became a member of tho firm’ of 
John Bright and Brothers, cuttou-spinnera 
and manutactucers of Raghdale, Ata com- 
paratively early age he begun to address 
Yocal audiences un sucial and politico-ecu- 
nomical topics, aud lw Gelivered, at a 
literary institut in his native town, 9 
series of lectures ermbudying his reminis- 
cenzes of a Tourto the Holy Land in 1835. 
Though he had taken .partin the Reform 
agitation of L8iL-2, Mr Bright first dis- 
tinguished hinnelé’ in politteal life by 
becoming im 1839 one of the earliest 
membera of tho Auti-Corn Law Longue,

Ho was wn uncompromising 
advocate of thu North during tho civil war 
in America, sad after tho close of tho 
struggla ho ronewett the agitation for re- 
form. He visited Ireland, aud he was an- 
tortained at a banquet in:Dublin, Oct. 30, 
1868, on no invitation signed by upwards 
of 20 Trish Liberal mewbers of Purltament. 
On-Noy. 3, 1958, ha was presented with 
the freedom of tho city of Edinburgh, and 
in the followioy month he aceepted ollico 
uuder Mr Gladstone, an President. of the 
Board of Trade. Aflor being abseiat from 
the Houso of Commons fer sone tie in 
consequenco of severe ilauss, ie 
pulled to retire from vii Deo, 1870. 


His health having been puntiaily reatored, | 


he was in Aug. 1873, appointed to Ure

was re-appointed Chancellor of the Duchy 
of Lancaster.
